By having Corpsmen in alternative 
locations, service members will be able to easily receive walk- 
in care for minor injuries, by the same enlisted providers that 
care for them on the battlefield. These alternative locations 
and working hours available for care improve health care access 
and convenience. 

The phase 1 of this initiative includes treatment for minor 
injuries, including sprains, strains, joint pain, minor cuts, 
blisters, burns and removal of sutures and staples. CCC will be 
available to local Active Duty Service Members beginning 
September 5, 2017 through March 5, 2018 in Pensacola, Florida.

He landed in the 
first wave on 7 August 1942. Frament’s battalion was engaged in 
an offensive action 3 November 1942. Pharmacist's Mate Third 
Class Frament was posthumously awarded the Silver Star for his 
fearless devotion to duty in tending Marines on Guadalcanal 
while under fire.
